ers to Receive Harsh Treatment. 


Milwaukee, Dec. 4.—"The. slaugh- 


ter of the Innocents," both men and 
deer, In the wilds of northern Wis- 
consin will bo abolished If the bill

The aim of tho new bill Is to pro- 


toct both tho hunter and preserve 
the game, by providing that 
only 


tucks be shot and that the season for 
hunting the deer be extended to cov- 
er a period of two months Instead 
of .twenty days ns at present. Heavy 
penalties are to he prescribed for the 
killing of tho doe, and "pot-hunters" 
will receive harsh treatment. 


The extending of tho season Is to 


avoid crowding of the woods and 
thus Imperiling tho lives of tho hunt- 
ers, and the senator claims that as 
many bucks can be taken In 
two 


months as -bucks and does In 
tho 


present time of twenty days. 
The 


preservation of the doc It Is claimed 
will multiply the number of deer In 
the forest and more than repay the 
hunter for- his patience and 
fore- 
sight. 


In view of the fact that 70.000 ap- 


plied for licenses to hunt In 
this 


state since tho buck season opened 
September 1. It Is evident that a 
liiw for the protection of both game 
nnd hunter Is an Imperative neces- 
sity. 
From 10 to 20 per cent, of the 


applicants for licenses were probably 
deer hunters, who were Inexperienc- 
ed and liable to pull the trigger at 
anything In sight, bo It man or beast.

THE PROPER WAY 


TO SHIP POULTRY 


Should Be Put In Large Airy Coops 


to Keep Them 
In Proper 


Condition. 


Poultry buyers are found In a great 


many towns of the West where poul- 
tiy Is bought and satisfactory prices 
nre obtained. Such poultry is slaugh- 
tered and sent to an caster market 
In a dressed condition. There are 
many localities where there are no 
buyers cf live poultry, and since the 
local demand Is very limited, large 
lots of poultry cannot be sold unless 
shipped to some convenient market 
v/hero there Is a demand for them. 
A good many buyers furnish coops 
lor their own In which shipments are 
made and the same returned tree by 
tho express companies If a demand Is 
made for them. 
Poultry shipped In 


market coops are sent at very much 
lower rate than these for breeding 
purposes, and tho coops may bo hea- 
vier and stronger than those so em- 
ployed. For the benefit of those who 
may desire to ship poultry to market 
wo give Instructions for making the 
best style of shipping coops. 


Coops should bo forty-eight Inches 


long, thirty Inches wide, twelve In- 
ches high for chickens and ducks, 
and fifteen Inches high for turkeys 
and geese. Uso lumber as follows: 
Use 2x2 for corner pests, or 1x2 will 
answer. If you cannot get thorn get 
1x4 and rip "them In two. Cut six 
pieces thirty Inches long, and nlno 
pieces twelve or fifteen Inches long, 
for each coop; nail the short pieces 
one at each end; 
one In the center 


of the long ones (use lOd wrought 
nails.) 
Mako three of these frames, 


one for each end and the center. 
For the bottom use 
one-half Inch 


boards or lath make the bottom tight 
(use Cd nails); use 1-2x2 strips of 
lath for sides, ends and top, put thorn 
cne and one-half. Inches apart; 
the 


width of lath la about right. Leave 
two laths loose on top In center, or 
make a door of them to open. In or- 
der to put poultry In and take It out 
now nail a lath around the coops, 
each end and the center (outside the 
three frame!) made first). This will 
keep tho lath from coming off 
and 


make the coops stronger. For broil- 
ers jho ccop can bo made ten Inches 
high and twcnty-foiir Inches wide. 
This will make a good, strong, light 
coop.

Engineer 


Richard Prltchard of the passenger 
train was thrown against the back 
of his cab and ills right leg was brok- 
en. 
Fireman John Rubel was bruis- 


ed slightly. 


The cause of the wreck was 'the 


carelessness of the 
engineer ' In 


charge cf the switch engine. He had 
just pulled In his engine an a switch 
from the main track, and failed to 
clear In time- for the passenger 
to 


pass. 
The engine of the Madison 


train struck a corner of the switch 
tender and derailed It. 
The shock 


caused the pasesnger engine 
to 
leave the track, and the cars behind 
likewise were derailed. 


The passengers on the out-bound 
train for Maillsnn who were able to 
BO on were picked up by train No. 
14C. due In Chicago at 8 o'clock, and 
carried on to Mmllson several hours 
late. 
The passengers on the In- 


coming train were transforrel to a 
special sent out from Chicago dur-
